The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 6, line 6 "routs" appears to be a 
typographical error, see The American Heritage® Dictionary of the English Language, Fourth Edition entry for 
"routs". Page 10, line 13 through page 12, line 20 appears to be a description of FIG. 10, but the text does not 
indicate this. Appropriate correction is required. 

The drawings are objected to because in FIG. 2, "DEKIVERY" should be -- DELIVERY --. Illustration of 
the "VERSION" field seems to have been omitted from FIG. 11. The specification at page 1, line 6 states "As prior 
art of this technical field, there is proposed an MFTP", and at page 1 line 13 states "FIG. 28 A depicts a data 
transmission packet format transmitted in the MFTP" and at page 1, lines 21-23 states "FIG. 28B is a diagrammatic 
representation of a retransmission-requesting packet format in the MFTP system", therefore figures 28 A and 28B 
should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art— because, by applicants' statements in the specification, only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 3 7 CFR 1 . 84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the examiner 
does not accept the changes, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

Claims 1-2 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Segal et al. and Olson show using error detecting codes to detect erroneous packets, but don't indicate the 
offset position of erroneous data. Carr states at column 4, lines 58-61 "Such header information may include 
ResourceSize (to indicate the size of the resource data) and StartByte (which is an offset into the resource stream 
where the packet's payload starts)", however, Carr only detects missing packets, not erroneous data. Rathonyi et al. 
transmits a NAK signal in response to an error in a received packet, however, from figures 3C and 3D, Rathonyi et 
al. transmits the NAK signal during data transmission, rather than waiting until the end of transmission. Rangan et 
al. shows that streaming video is a form of multicast file transmission. Gu et al. discuss NAK issues in multicasting 
systems.
